And W2: being unwilling, that they 
ſhould be put to any Trouble, that may be Diſpenſed with; Do therefore 
wich Adyice of the ſaids Lords of Our Privy Council, hereby Adjourn Our ſaid 
current Parliament until the fifteenth day of June next to come: Hereby Re- 
quiring all the Members of Our Parliament to attend that day, in the uſual way 
and under the Certifications contained in the ſeveralAdts of Parliament madethere- 
anent, OUR WILLIS HEREFORF,and We Charge you ſtritly,andCommand; 
that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-Crofs of Edinburgh, 
and tothe MercateCrofſes of the remanent Head-burghs of the ſeveral Shires'of 
this Our Antient Kingdom, and there by open Proclamation, make [ntimation 
ofthe Adjourning of Our Parliament of chis Kingdom, from the ſaid fifteenth day 
of March inſtant, to the ſaid filtcenth day of Farencxt to come. And Ordains 
theſe Preſents to be Printed.
